New Delhi, the 16th July, 1983 

G.S.R. 557. —In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All 
India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951). the Cen¬ 
tral Government, after consultation with the Gov¬ 
ernments of the States concerned, hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the All India 
Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefits! Rules, 
1958, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India 
Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) Second 
Amendment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the All India Services (Death-cum-Retire¬ 
ment Benefits) Rules, 1958, (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the said rules), in rule 3, after sub-rule 
(2) the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that no such order shall be passed 
without consulting the Union Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission.” 


3 . In rule 6 of the said rules— 

(a) in sub-iule (1)— 

(i) in the proviso, for the words “Provided 
that” the words “Provided further 
that”, shall be substituted; 

tii) Before the proviso so amended, the 
following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that no such order shall be 
passed without consulting the Union 
Public Service Commission”; 

(b) after sub-rule (2) the following proviso 

shall be inserted, namely 

“Provided that where disciplinary pro¬ 
ceeding has been instituted against a 
member of the Service before liis re¬ 
tirement from service under rule 10 
of the All India Services (Discipline 
and Appeal) Rules, 1969, for impos¬ 
ing any of the penalities specified in 
clauses (i), (ii) and (iv) of sub-rule 
cl) of rule 6 of the said rules and con¬ 
tinuing such proceeding under sub- 
rule (1) of this rule after his retire¬ 
ment from service, the payment of gra¬ 
tuity or Death-cum-Retirement gratuity 
shall not be withheld.” 

4. In rule 7 of the said rules in the proviso to 
sub-rule (I), for the words “the authority imposing 
the penalty”, the words “the Central' Government 
after consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission”, shall be substituted. 

5. In rule 9 of the said rules, for sub-rule (1) the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(1) All periods of leave wifh allowances and 
extraordinary leave granted on the basis 
of medical certificate shall count as quali¬ 
fying service .* 

Provided that the Central Government may, 
in any case in which it is satisfied that 
the extraordinary leave was taken by a 
member of the Service for any cause 
beyond the control of such member or 
for prosecuting higher scientific and 
technical studies, direct that such ex¬ 
traordinary leave shall be counted as 
qualifying service.” 

6 . In rule 11 of the said rules,— 

(i) for clause (I), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“Time passed by a member of the Service 
under suspension unless, on conclusion 
of the disciplinary proceedings, he has 
been fully exonerated or the suspen- 
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sion is held to be wholly unjustified; 

Provided that where a member 
of the Service has not been fully ex¬ 
onerated in the disciplinary procee¬ 
dings or the suspension has not been 
held to be wholly unjustified, the 
period of suspension shall count as 
qualifying service only to such extent 
and in accordance with such directions 
as the competent authority may issue 
under rules 5, 5A or 5B of the All 
India Services (Discipline and 
Appeal) Rules, 1969.”: 

(ii) the proviso to clause ( 3 ) shall be omiLted. 

7. For rule 12 of the said rules, the following 
rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“12. Condonation of interruption in service 

(1) In the absence of a specific indication to 

the contrary in the service records of a 
member of the Service, an interruption 
between two spells of service, tendered 
by hint after his appointment to the ser¬ 
vice shall be treated as automatically 
condoned and the pre-interruption ser¬ 
vice treated as qualifying service except 
in a case where interruption is caused 
by resignation, dismissal or removal from 
service. 

(2) In a case falling under sub-rules (2), (5) 

or (6) of rule 8, where service rendered 
by a member of the Service under a 
State Government or the Central Gov¬ 
ernment prior to his appointment to the 
Service is counted as qualifying service 
under the said rule and an interruption 
in service is inevitable due to the two 
appointments being at different stations, 
such interruption not exceeding the join¬ 
ing time permissible under the rules of 
transfer- shall be treated as automatically 
condoned. 

(3) In a case where war or military service 

is counted as qualifying service for pen¬ 
sion under sub-rule (4) of rule 8, the in¬ 
terruption if any, in such service as well 
as any interruption between such service 
and subsequent civil service shall be 
treated as automatically condoned. 

(4) The period or periods of interruptions re¬ 

ferred to in sub-rules (1) to (3) shall not 
count as qualifying service.” 

8 . Rule 19A and rule 19B of the said rules 
shall be re-numbered as rule 19B and rule 19C 
respectively and before rule 19B so re numbered- 
the following rule shall be inserted as rule 19A 
after rule 19, namely :— 

“19A. Interest on delayed payment of Gratuity 
or Death-cum-Retirement Gratuity : 


(1) If the payment of gratuity or death-cum- 

retirement gratuity has been authorised 
after three months from the date when 
its payment became due, and it is clearly 
established that the delay in payment 
was attributable to administrative lapse, 
interest at the rate of five per cent per 
annum on the amount of gratuity in 
respect of the period beyond three 
months shall be paid : 

Provided that if the cause of delay in 
payment was attributable to the mem¬ 
ber of the Service, no interest shall be 
paid. 

(2) If as a result of Government’s decision 

taken subsequent to the retirement of a 
member of the Service, the amount of 
gratuity or death-cum-retirement grat¬ 
uity already paid on his retirement is 
enhanced on (account of,— 

(i) grant of emoluments higher than the 

emoluments on which gratuity or 
death-cum-retirement gratuity was de¬ 
termined ; or 

(ii) liberalisation in the provisions of these 

rules from a date prior to the date of 
retirement of the member of the ser¬ 
vice concerned, no interest on the 
arrears of gratuity or death-cum-retire- 
ment gratuity shall be paid.” 

9. In rule 26 of the said rules, in sub-rule (1),— 

(i) for the words “No pension shall be pay¬ 

able to a pensioner who accepts a com¬ 
mercial employment without such sanc¬ 
tion in respect of any period for which 
he is so employed or for such longer 
period as the Central Government may 
determine”, the following words shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“If a pensioner accepts a commercial em¬ 
ployment without such sanction, it 
shall be competent for the Central 
Government to declare by an order 
in writing that he shall not be entitled 
to the whole or such part of the pen¬ 
sion and for such period as may be 
specified in the order.” 

(ii) in the proviso for the words “Provided 

that” (he words “Provided further that” 
shall be substituted; 

(iii) before the proviso so amended, the follow¬ 

ing proviso shall be inserted namely :— 

“Provided that no such order shall be 
made without giving the pensioner con¬ 
cerned an opportunity of showing cause 
against such declaration”. 
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(iv) for Explanations (1) and (1A) the following 
explanation shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“Explanation : ‘Commercial Employment’ 
means : 

(i) an employment, whether paid or hono¬ 
rary, in any capacity including that of 
an agent under a company, firm, co-op¬ 
erative society, body or individual en¬ 
gaged in tradmg, commercial, industrial, 
financial or professional business, and in¬ 
cludes a directorship of such company 
or partnership of such firm but does not 
include employment under a body cor¬ 
porate, wholly or substantially owned or 
conti oiled by Government; 

(li) setting up practice, either independently 
or as a partner of a firm, as adviser or 
consultant in matters in respect of which 
a pensioner has— 

(a) no professional qualifications and the 

matlers in respect of which (he practice 
is proposed to be set up or carried on 
are relatable to his official knowledge 
or experience, or 

(b) professional qualifications, but the matters 

in respect of which such practice is to 
be set up are such as are likely to give 
his clients an unfair advantage by reason 
of his previous official position, or 

(c) to undertake work involving liaison or con¬ 

tact with the offices or officers of the 
Government. 

Note : For the purpose of this Explanation, 
‘employment under a co-operative 
society’ includes the holding of any office, 
whether elective or otherwise, such as 
that of President, Chairman, Manager, 
Secretary, Treasurer and tile like, by 
whatever name called in such society,’’

G.S.R. 558.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Consti¬ 
tution and in supersession of the Delhi Milk Scheme 
(Class I and Class II posts) Recruitment Rules, 

1963 in so far as they relate to the post of Adminis¬ 
trative Officer, except as respects things done or

1 . Short title and commencement.—(1) These

2. Number of post, classification, scale of pay.— 
The number of the said post, its classification and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as speci¬ 
fied in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed 
to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifica¬ 
tions, etc.—The method of recruitment, age-limit,

4. Disqualification.—-No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under 
the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—-Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may by order for reasons to be 
recorded in writing and in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other 
concessions required to be provided for the Sche¬ 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 14th July, 1983 

G.S.R. 559. —In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1055 (10 of 1955), the Central Government here¬ 
by makes the following Order to amend the High 
Speed Diesel Oil and Light Diesel Oil (Restriction 
on Use) Order, 1974, namely :— 

1. (1) This order may be called the High 
Speed Diesel Oil and Light Diesel Oil (Restriction 
on Use) (Amendment), Order, 1983. 

(2) It shall extend to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come into force from the date of 
i:s publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the High Speed Diesel Oil and Light 
Diesel Oil (Restriction on Use) Order, 1974, for 
clause 2, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

"2. Definitions.—In this Order, unless there is 
anything repugnant in the subject or context. 

High Speed Diesel Oil means any mineral oil 
(excluding mineral colza oil and turpentine substi¬ 
tute) which has its flash point at or above twenty- 
five degrees of Centrigrade thermometer; and satis¬ 
fies either of the following requirements, namely ;—- 

(i) the oil has a smoke point of ten mili- 
metres or more but less than twenty 
milimetres; or 
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(ii) the oil lias a smoke point of less than 
ten millimetres but has a viscosity of less 
than fifty seconds by Redwood I Vis¬ 
cometer at 37.8 degrees of Centigrade 
thermometer, and satisfies the following 
conditions, namely : — 

(a) the oil leaves carbon residue of less than 
1 14 per cent by weight when tested by 
Ramsbottom Carbon Residue Appara¬ 
tus, and 

(b) the oil is lighter in colour than 0.04 
Normal Iodine solution when tested 
by colour comparison test. 

But this does not include— 

(a) base mineral oils (suitable for use in 
the manufacture of lubricating oils 
and greases), including mineral oils 
commonly known as Transformer oil 
base stock or Transformer oil feed 
stock; and 

(b) lubricating oils including spindle oils, 
flushing oils and jute batching oils. 

Light Diesel Oil means any mineral oil 
which :— 

(i) has a smoke point of less than ten 
millimetres; 

(ii) possesses a viscosity of less than one 
hundred seconds by Redwood I Visco¬ 
meter at 37.8 degrees of Centigrade 
thermometer; 

(iii) leaves carbon residue of not Jess than 
1 [4 per cent by weight when tested by 
Ramsbottom Carbon Residue Appara¬ 
tus; and 

(iv) is as dark as, or darker than, 0.04 
Normal Iodine solution when tested by 
colour comparison test. 


Explanation : 

In this order,— 

(i) “Mineral Oil” means an oil consisting of a 
single liquid hydrocarbon or a liquid mixture of 
hydrocarbons (except for associated impurities) 
derived from petroleum, coal, shale, peat or any 
other bituminous substance, and includes any 
similar oil produced by synthesis or otherwise. 

(ii) “Smoke Point” shall be determined in the 
apparatus known as the Smoke Point Lamp in the 
manner indicated in the Indian Standards Institu¬ 
tion Specification IS : 1448 (P : 31) 

(iii) “Flash Point” shall be determined in ac¬ 
cordance with the tests specified in this behalf in 
chapter X of the Petroleum Rules, 1976. made 
under the petroleum Act, 1934 (30 of 1934). 

(iv) “Carbon Residue” shall be determined in 
the apparatus known as Ramsbottom Carbon Resi¬ 
due Apparatus in the manner indicated in the 
Indian Standards Institution Specification IS : 
1448 <P. 8)-—1967 as in force for the time being. 

(v) “Colour Comparison Test” shall be done in 
the following manner, namely :— 

(i) First prepare a five per cent weight by 
volume solution of Potassium Iodide 
(analytical reagent quality) in distilled 
water. 

(ii) To this, add Iodine (analytical reagent 
quality) in requisite amount to prepare 
an exactly 0.04 normal Iodine solution. 

(iii) Thereafter, compare the colour of the 
mineral oil under test with the Iodine 
solution so prepared. 1 ”
